To Death on 
U.S. Streets

Motorists in 1062 raced down 
the nation's highways on their 
way to a new   and tragic   
death record which for the 
first time exceeded 40.000 
fatalities, according to a report 
released by The Traveltrs In­ 
surance Companies.

The number of people in­ 
jured in traffic tccldenta also 
took a sharp turn upward.

The authoritative report, 
fltst issued in 1931. Is prepared 
annually by The Travelers and 
is based on information pro­ 
vided by state motor vehicle 
departments. More than 3.300.- 
000 copies art distributed every 
year.

U.S. highway deaths in 1002 
totaled 40.500. a 7 per cent in­ 
crease over 1961. Not ilncc 
1941. when 39.969 persona lost 
their lives, has the traffic fatal­ 
ity record been so high.

THE REPORT also reveals a

  per cent jump in the number 
of Injured in 1962 compared 
with 1961. In all. 3,343,000 
men. women and children were 
hurt in auto accldtnU last 
y«ar.
